New Computer 
Center Now At 
Potomac State 

Benedum Foundation Gives 
$87,000 Grant For Facility; 
New Course Launched 

A computer center esteibiLished 
through a grant of $07,000 from 
the Claude Worthington Bene- 
dum Foundation, Pittsburgh, is 
now in operation in the Science 
Hall on the college campus. The 
grant, extending over three 
years, will supplement funds of 
the college for support of the 
Center. 

The Center, which will be staff- 
ed by a director and other per- 
sonnel, w ll have as its funda- 
mental purpose the operation of 
an educational program in com- 
puter technology. 

President Todd H. Bullard said 
equipment will include an IBM 
1620 computer, especially adapt- 
ed to scientific research of many 
different k’ndis as well as basic 
instruction in computer technol- 
ogy. 

Specifically, Potomac State 
College will launch, effective

1960 Winner of Alumni Scholarship 
Honored for Heroism in Viet Nam; 
Another Grad Receives Bronze Star

Lt. Gary G. Friend, a former 
winner of the Potomac State 
College Alumni Association's 
scholarship, was commended re- 
cently by military authorities for 
his heroism in rescuing person- 
nel from a helicopter which 
crashed and burst into flames in 
Viet Nam. 

The son of Mr. and Mrs. Wes- 
ton W. Friend, Swamton, Md., 
the young Army officer attended 
Potomac State from 1960 to 
1962. 

As a member of the 25th In- 
fantry Division, he was awarded 
the Army Commendation Medal 
with V device on ^lay 29 for 
heroism in connection with mili- 
tary operations against the 
enemy. 

According to the commenda- 
tion, Lt. Friend on May 19 was 
in charge of loading equipment 
into re-supply helicopters which 
were operating in support of 
combat operations against the 
enemy. 

About 7:15 a.m. a helicopter 
on a resupply mission crashed 
on the northern fringe of the

division's air strip and burst 
into flames. Although there was 
imminent danger of an explo- 
sion, the lieutenant, disregard- 
ing his own personal safety, ran 
to the burning helicopter to as- 
sist in the evacuation of the 
pilot, copilot, crew chief and 
gunner and help free the injured 
men. 

Two of the men survived the 
crash. His action, according to 
the commendation, was an “out- 
standing display of aggressive- 
ness, devotion to duty and per- 
sonal bravery in keeping with 
the highest traditions of the 
military service and reflect 
great credit on himself and his 
unit . . . " 

Lt. Friend is married to the 
former Jackie Warmick, of New- 
ark, Del. 

Another alumnus, Capt. Robert 
L. Bishop, of Keyser, has been 
decorated with the Bronze Star 
Medal for Ms heroic action in 
combat in Viet Nam. 

He was one of two captains, the 
other being Anthony F. Albright,

with the beginning of the fall 
term a two-year Associate De- 
gree course of study for com- 
puter programmers to include 
such basic theory courses as In- 
troduction to Data Processing, 
Computer Programming, Data 
Processing Applications, Intro- 
duction to Systems, Systems De- 
velopment, Advanced Program- 
ming, and Data Processing Lab- 
oratory and, in addition, a core 
of general education courses.
